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WEALTH COMES THROUGH PRODUCTION 

Production is a big word. That is it carries an im- 
portant meaning. To have things somebody has to pro- 
duce. For a country to have a high standard of living, 
there is required a high rate of production. 

This country of ours has a living standard which over- 
reaches that of any other country. And it has continued 
to climb, year after year. The reason, mainly. Science 
and invention, with large sums of capital funds, have made 
it possible for the nation's workers to turn out more and 
more in goods and services. 

This country's living standard promises to continue 
upward, so long as productivity continues to increase. Ob- 
viously, there is no other way. 

An article, prepared by the American Economic Foun- 
dation, and printed in the Reader's Digest recently, deals 
with an array of economic fallacies, widely held. One of 
those which is outstanding is that: "Government has some- 
thing to give the people which it does not first have to take 
away from them." While, as pointed out in the article, 
"Government is never a source of goods. Everything is 
produced by the people, and everything that government 
gives the people it must first take from the people. Gov- 
ernment benefits are raised through taxes . . ." 
Then another fallacy is that ". . . the workers of any na- 
tion can improve their welfare by increasing their pay, 
without increasing their production." Whereas the truth 
is: "Because wages are the principal cost of everything, 
wage increases (without corresponding increases in pro- 
duction) simply increase prices and do not improve the 
welfare of the worker." 

Also the idea that "the owners of industry get the 
lion's share of the product and the workers get only the 
crumbs," does not represent the truth. Actually, "The 
amount of the product of all industry that goes to the 
workers is about 90 per cent. The amount that accrues 
trj the owners of the tools (investors) is about 10 per cent. 
Yet the tools do more than 95 per cent of the work." 

Maybe it would be nice to be able to "eat your cake 
and have it, too," but it just doesn't seem to be practic- 
able. Santa Claus is alright for Christmas (even then he 
must have a sponsor) but somebody has to pay for every 
day living. 

OPPORTUNITY FOR NEXT CONGRESS 

Many of our readers are familiar with the Hoover 
Report and the potential savings in government overhead 
spelled out in that document. Mr. Hoover and his associ- 
ates performed a great service on behalf of the Nation's 
economy. 

But "the mills of the gods grind slowly." The next 
step toward real government savings at Washington is to 
get the Hoover Report recommendations put into practice. 
To this end, the Citizens Committee for The Hoover Re- 
port has sent kits of research materials to Senate and 
House members and. before the election, to candidates 
of both parties. 

American taxpayers have an interest in. and a hope 
for, action on the the part of Congress as concerns careful 
consideration of the Hoover Report. New members of the 
Congressional body could go far toward carrying out cam- 
paign promises by giving the report diligent study. If 
and when Congress should ever get around to favorable 
action and if all of the recommendations are followed it 
would mean an estimated saving of at least $5 billions a 
year. 

In the report, the committee has submitted the clearest 
blueprint ever worked out for increased efficiency and 
economy in federal government affairs. It promises to 
supply a long felt need and should, obviously be put into 
practice. 

WHERE GOES THE PRODUCE DOLLAR? 

From the outside looking in, from where we sit along 
with most farmers probably, the "spread'' which repre- 
sents what producers get for raw materials and what con- 
sumers pay for finished products in the stores, is too much. 
It has been looking like the middlemen are profiting ex- 
cessively. 

But now that the Oklahoma Farm Bureau has done 
some research to analyze the situation, we don't know 
hardly what to say. As a recognized authority on prices 
of farm products, the Buerau seems to have performed 
a public service by making a real factual contribution. 

According to their findings, out of each dollar spent 
by consumer for food, the farmer gets 39.5, cents, repre- 
senting a decline of 23 per cent since 1947. Pursuing the 
analysis further we find that labor gets 31.5 cent— a rise of 
20 per cent since 1947. Handlers such as retailers and pro- 
cessors — middlemen — get 2.9 cents, a decline of 42 per 
cent since 1947. All other costs amount to 23.3 per cent, 
up 42 pe rcent. The balance of 2.8 per cents is taken up in 
federal taxes. 

The increases in labor and related costs is occasioned 
by the public demand for more and more foods with 
built-in services. This meaning, foods being so processed 
and prepared as to acquire a minimum of work on the part 
of the housewife. 

The case for the handlers, as presented in the above 
figures, doesn't look bad. Doubtless, keen competition 
figures in holding their share to the lowest possible figure. 
And this again speaks well for the American way of free 
enterprise. 

SOUTHERN ECHO FROM THE ELECTION 

The situation as wc see it was this. The Democrats 
had the votes but no satisfactory candidates. Republicans 
probably didn't have enough Republican votes but they 
had a popular candidate to carry them over. 

Democrats made a nationwide mistake in this elec- 
tion. They thought (and did) have the South's vote tied 
up as usual. Consequently, they high pressured the issue 
of integration in order to gain the Northern Negro votes. 
Then they lambasted Benson in the midwest for the farm 
votes. It was such a flim-flam affair the Republicans 
went in by a landslide. 

The Democratic funds for campaigns will be more 
diminished than ever. That could be detrimental in the 
next election. After the next four years, the Republicans 
may hav«> enough money to get New York Negro Cong- 
ressman Adam Clayton Powell elected in Mississippi. — 
Dothan (Ala.) Houston Herald.

ORDINANCE 

AN ORDINANCE proposing to 
annex to the City of Jefferson- 
town a certain tract of land in 
the County of Jefferson to the 
Northeast and adjacent to a 
Northeasterly boundary of the 
City of Jeffersontown and to ex- 
tend the present boundary of the 
City of Jeffersontown so as to 
include same, and being more 
particularly hereinafter described. 
Now, Therefore, 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF JEFFERSONTOWN 
DOES ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 
Section 1. It is deemed desir- 
able and it is hereby proposed to 
annex to the City of Jefferson- 
town and to extend the boun- 
daries of the City to include same, 
a certain tract of land which is 
now embraced within the County 
of Jefferson and which is adja- 
cent to and contiguous with the 
present City boundary line de- 
scribed as follows, to wit: 

BEGINNING at a point in 
the present boundary of the 
City of Jeffersontown and in 
the center of Chenoweth Run 
Creek, which point is the most 
Northerly corner of the prop- 
erty now owned by Ernest and 
M. Kampfmueller, as same is 
described in Ordinance No. 170, 
1955 series, thence in a North- 
erly direction following the cen- 
ter line of said Chenoweth Run 
Creek, and with the meanders 
thereof to a point in the South- 
erly line of Centralia Subdivi- 
sion as same appears on plat 
in Deed Book 427 Page 638 and 
Deed Book 434 Page 640 in the 
office of the Clerk of the Coun- 
ty Court of Jefferson County 
Kentucky; thence in an East- 
erly direction with the South- 
erly boundary of said Centralia

Needs Four Treatments 

Wild garlic in pastures cannot 
be controlled by a single appli 
cation of 2, 4-D (ester form) ma 
terial, says the U.K. Agricultural 
Experiment. Station. 

Two treatments a year for 
two-year period (or longer) are 
recommended. First, hit new 
growth in the fall; second, in the 
spring before new bulbs are 
formed; third again in the fall, 
after new growth is well started 
(four to six inches; and then in 
the spring, if needed. This may 
have to be repeated in succeeding 
years. The series of four or more 
treatments may be started in the 
spring, if desired. 

Treatment rates: Two pounds of 
acid equivalent 2,4-D (ester form) 
or 2H pounds 2, 4-D (amine 
form) per acre, applied as a fol- 
iage-wetting spray. Amount of 
water varies from 10 or more 
gallons per care. 

Spraying can be done as late 
as December, if weather is fair 
and warm. Pasture clovers will 



be somewhat harmed by the 
sprays. Use low volatile esters of 
2, 4-D if area to be sprayed is 
near tobacco or tomato plants, 
tomatoes or grape vines and

Cates And Hawes 
Join Forces; Solve 
Drainage Problems 

This week two Eastwood farm- 
ers George Cates, Jr., and Wil- 
liam Hawes, joined forces to 
solve their drainage problems. 

Both farmers cooperating with 
the Jefferson County Soil Con- 
servation District have just com- 
pleted 4500 feet of drainage work 
and 1,000 feet of diversion ter- 
races. This will enable the water 
to get off of the land in a sys- 
tematic way without causing 
erosion problems or keeping the 
land too wet to work until late 
in spring. 

The Soil Conservation Service 
technician laid out this soil and 
t conservation work and su- 
pervised the construction. A com- 
plete farm plan having been 
orked out with both of these 
farmers by the technician before 
any work was started. The farm 
plan is based on land capabilities 
and planned for its proper use 
and treatment. 

Most fanners have erosion and 
drainage problems that know no 
farm boundary. They can best be 
solved by the farmers working 
together as Mr. Cates and Mr. 
Hawes have to solve their prob- 

Many of the practices applied 
e the same ones that Federal 
cost share can be had through 
participating in the A.C.P. pro- 
gram. This requires making ap- 
tion and getting prior ap- 
proval from A.C.P. County Com- 
mittee before the work is started
